At  the  time  we  are  writing  this  introduction  (August) 
our  fields  are  covered  with  an  abandance  of  rich,  deep  green 
foliage  and  thousands  of  flowers  promising  a fine  crop  of  bulbs.  Although  we 
have  grown  the  beautiful  Gladiolus  for  the  last  17  years,  we  have  never  before 
seen  a healthier  looking  crop  than  this  summer.  We  seem  to  have  found  the 
right  combination  of  soils,  the  same  being  a mixture  of  sandy  soil  and  a little 
clay,  with  a gravel  subsoil.  Even  “War”,  “Niagara”,  and  “Golden  Measure”, 
which  three  are  hard  to  please,  look  as  vigorous  as  the  rest. 

We  called  it  a great  pleasure  to  welcome  so  many  of  you  on  our  fields 
and  herewith  wish  to  assure  you  that  anyone  who  is  interested  in  charming 
flowers  is  welcome  at  our  place  any  time. 

This  year  we  thought  to  show  you  some  photographs  of  our  new  ones, 
together  with  a few  of  the  Trade  Kinds,  presuming  that  you  wished  to  see 
something  more  than  a description.  From  now  on  we  shall  continue  to  dis- 
play a number  of  Hybrids  every  year. 

The  elaborate,  exacting  toils  of  onr  Mr.  Pieter  Vos  are  bearing  wonderful 
fruit.  For  the  last  10  years  he  has  devoted  many  a summer  day  to  the  great 
science  of  Hybridising  Gladioli.  We  would  like  to  show  you  the  pure,  dainty 
blossoms  of  “Maine”,  or  the  dark  crimson  bells  of  “Fair  King”,  which  he 
originated  by  crossing  the  strains  of  several  Glads.  A lady  who  saw  “Radium” 
in  full  bloom  exclaimed : “This  surely  is  the  most  charming  Gladiolus  I have 
ever  seen !”
